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A \K\v Station fou Scihim s Longii.-- Since the puhlicution of 
the V(*ry distinct Scirpu.'i Longii in 1911, nniny students of our 
flora have sonjjlit the plant at favoral)lc Iocaliti(‘S hctwc'iai the two 
regions from wliieh it was (h'serihed,— tlu' I’ine Harrens of Xew Jersey 
and the ('harles River valley in eastern Massaelinsetts — hut so far 
as the writer has learned quite without success. In the original dis¬ 
cussion ol the j)lant it was pointed out that the oeeurrenet* of sj)eeies 
characteristic of the Pirn* Rarnuis is not unpr(*eedented in the vallevs 
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of the (’harles and the adjacent small rivers, the Xeponset, C'oneord, 
IVIystie, &c., where numerous plants of (’oastal Plain distrihution 
occur at isolated stations. It is theri'fore of at least local interest 
to rec'ord ScirjJUff Long'ii from the (’oneonl River. In organizing the 
herharium of the late Edward S. Hoar, n'cently presented to the New 
England Rotanieal Club, many plants of unusual loeal interest have 
been found, eolleeted either by ^Ir. Hoar or by his intimate friend, 
Thoreau. Among the sedges are two fine sheets of Scirpiuf lyongii 
collected by Thoreau in ISfifl and bearing the original penciled labels 
“Scirpim ,y/lpaficusf [later scratched and marked “ Enophorum "] 
Grt. mead(>ws, IMay 2S and Scirpuft Lnophoruni, Great iM(‘adows, 

July 17, ’59.” The earlier plant is beginning to flower; the later is 
fully developed, with good fruit and lingering anthers.^— M. L. 
Fernald, Gray Herbarium.
